The popularity and success of its 
Christmas Club has been phenomenal. 
This club gives everybody a chance 
to save regularly, for the bank is will- 
ing to accept small amounts.- Even 
boys and girls are invited to become 
members, lor it is a well-known fact

One of these 
classes starts at 2c, next week 4c, 
and so on. The 2c progressive club 
matures at $25.50. Then there is u 
5c progressive club maturing at $63.75, 
These progressive clubs may be re- 
versed, starting at the highest amount 
first and finishing with the lowest. 
The 5c reducing class starts at $2.50 
and works down to 5c, while the 2c 
starts at $1 and comes down to 2c as 
the last payment. 

Ordinary books are not needed in 
carrying the Christmas Club accounts. 
The Merion Title & Trust Co. is using 
a patented card system, in which the 
record of payment is made <by punch- 
ing cards.

It is with the deepest sorrow that 
wo record the passing away of our 
beloved fellow-citizen, Harry S. Hop- 
per. The blow has come with startl- 
ing suddenness, as only a week had 
elapsed since he was seized with the 
fatal attack of pneumonia that ended 
at 10 o'clock on New Year's morning. 
The entire community is stunned by 
the sad new* which it is so hard to 
realize, and the deepest sympathy of 
every heart goes out to the stricken 
family. 

His was cnc of those rare spirits 
whose presence, is an inspiration and 
uplift to everybody within the sphere 
of its influence His presence and 
personality immediately inspired un- 
limited confidence, love and esteem 
in all privileged to come in touch 
with him, no matter in what relation 
of life. In his church and in the 
Sunday School Association, in Prohi- 
bition work in the Young Men's Chris- 
tian Association, and in the many 
other important causes with which he 
was identified, he was a very tower of 
strength. 

In attempting to express adequately 
the thoughts that come crowding to 
olio's mind at such a time, the words 
of Tennyson in memory of Arthur 
ITnUain come to us with deep and ap- 
propriate significance:

And half conceal the Soul within. 

But, for the unquiet heart and brain.

The sad mechanic exercise, 

Like dull narcotics, numbing pain. ( 

In words, like weeds, I'll wrap me 
o'er, 
Like coarsest clothes against the 
cold; 
But that large grief which these en- 
fold 
Is given in outline, and no more,"

A great man is seldom taken at his 
true value; hut lots of others pass cur- 
rent for more than they are worth. 



The occassions which brought me 
in contact with Mr. Hopper in the 
past five years, in State Sunday School 
Association and temperance work, 
were always treasured with a peculiar 
happiness because of the sunny Chris- 
tian influence which he unfailingly 
dispensed. His evident love for the 
Master whom he was serving, his 
abundant consecration, his wide- 
hearted fellowship, and his quickly- 
recognized business capacity, made 
him a leader in all uplift and reform 
organizations, and every related work 
of the church, whom all were glad 
and proud to follow. 

Since my entrance upon the work 
of the Narberth Young Men's Christian 
Association, I have every day been 
more impressed with the izv.t that this 
enterprise had a strong hold upon 
his heart, and those of us who arc 
left to carry on its work may well 
realize that our success will but serve 
as an enduring monument to Mr. Hop-

More 
is what one Narberth family does each 
year. A "Lullaby*' Brooder is pur- 
chased at a cost of $1, an order sent 
for twenty-five day-old chicks to some 
chicken raiser who will ship them in 
good shape for about $3.50. These are 
gotten about March 1st. With i'a r e 
and attention, as prescribed in a good 
poultry catalogue, about twenty are 
raised (one year we raised twenty- 
four). When targe enough the male 
birds are eaten (saving that mu<*h 
meat) and the pullets kept for laying 
eggs. After the hens become two 
years old they are also used for food. 
as the new lot of pullets come into 
service each year. It is interesting, 
and it pays, but above all at this time 
it is a patriotic service to raise SO or 
100 pounds of poultry and eggs for the 
family table during most of the year.

We should judge our desire for money 
by our purpose, our motive in want- 
ing it. Money is a power for good or 
evil, as we choose to use it.
